Sir, 

We,  the  General  Board  of  Control  for  Scotland,  have  the  honour  to  present 
our  report  for  the  year  1961. 

This  will  be  the  last  report  by  the  Board  as  they  will  fall  to  be  dissolved  on 
1st  June,  1962,  when  the  Mental  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1960,  comes  into  full 
operation.  The  various  matters  with  which  the  Board  have  been  concerned 
were  covered  in  some  detail  in  the  reports  for  the  preceding  two  years;  the 
present  report  is  confined  mainly  to  statistical  information. 

Annual  Statistics 

Mental  Patients 

At  the  end  of  1961  the  total  number  of  persons  who  were  under  care  for 
mental  illness  was  20,047  or  254  fewer  than  at  the  end  of  1 960.

The  composition  of  the  population  of  ordinary  mental  hospitals  underwent 
a  radical  change  during  the  year  in  consequence  of  the  coming  into  operation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1960,  enabling  patients  to 
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be  admitted  without  formality,  and  of  the  arrangements  for  the  re-classification 
where  appropriate  of  certified  and  voluntary  patients  already  resident. 

The  number  of  certified  patients  decreased  from  12,958  at  the  end  of  1960 
to  7,651  at  the  end  of  1961,  while  the  number  of  voluntary  patients  dropped  from 
6,960  to  1,276.  The  number  of  patients  in  hospital  on  an  informal  basis  at  the 
end  of  1961  was  10,745.  The  total  number  of  patients  in  ordinary  mental 
hospitals  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  therefore  19,672*  representing  a  decrease 

of  246  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  figure  at  the  end  of  1960.

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  ordinary  mental  hospitals  increased 
from  12,760  in  1960  to  13,585  in  1961  (excluding  transfers)*!*.  Of  these,  1,768 
were  certified  patients,  84  were  voluntary  patients  and  11,733  were  admitted 
on  an  informal  basis. 

The  total  number  of  patients  who  left  ordinary  mental  hospitals  during  the 
year  was  11,498,  comprising  1,274  certified  patients,  1,290  voluntary  patients 
and  8,934  informal  patients. 


Mental  Defectives 

At  the  end  of  1961,  the  total  number  of  certified  mental  defectives  was  7,889 
or  603  fewer  than  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year.

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  were  1,175  patients  in  mental  deficiency 
institutions  on  an  informal  basis.  The  total  number  of  patients  accommodated 
in  institutions  was,  therefore,  6,714{,  representing  an  increase  of  144  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  corresponding  figure  at  the  end  of  1960.  The  number  of  certified 
patients  in  institutions  decreased  by  511  during  the  year,  while  the  number  of 
informal  patients  increased  by  655.  The  number  of  patients  under  guardianship, 
2350,  was  92  fewer  than  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  institutions  during  the  year  was  504, 
of  whom  143  were  admitted  as  certified  defectives  and  361  on  an  informal  basis. 
The  number  of  mental  defectives  placed  under  guardianship  was  47  (70  fewer 
than  in  the  preceding  year).

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Readmission  Of  Mental  Patients 

From  the  index  cards  furnished  by  mental  hospitals  for  each  patient,  a  study 
was  made  of  the  admissions  during  1961  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
incidence  of  readmissions.  This  has  shown  that  of  the  total  number  of  ad¬ 
missions  to  mental  hospitals  during  the  year,  6,452  (47  per  cent.f)  were  of 
patients  with  a  previous  admission.  Of  that  number  2,245  (16  per  cent,  of  the 
total  admissions)  were  readmitted  within  three  months  of  last  discharge,  881 
(7  per  cent.)  were  readmitted  more  than  three  but  less  than  six  months  after 
last  discharge,  597  (4  per  cent.)  were  readmitted  more  than  six  but  less  than 
nine  months  after  last  discharge,  and  427  (3  per  cent.)  were  readmitted  more 
than  nine  but  less  than  12  months  after  last  discharge.  2,302  (17  per  cent,  of  the 
total  admissions)  were  readmitted  more  than  one  year  after  last  discharge.

Visitation  of  Hospitals 

As  in  previous  years  the  Board’s  Medical  Commissioners  made  the  two 
statutory  visits  to  all  mental  hospitals  and  mental  deficiency  institutions  for  the 
purpose  of  interviewing  patients  and  enquiring  into  any  conditions  which 
might  affect  their  interests  or  welfare. 

As  usual  the  reports  of  the  Medical  Commissioners  were  submitted  to  the 
meetings  of  the  whole  Board  and  copies  were  sent  to  the  Physician  Superin¬ 
tendents,  the  Boards  of  Management,  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  the 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland. 

As  the  second  visit  during  the  year  was  thought  likely  to  be  the  last  to  be 
paid  by  the  Commissioners  before  the  dissolution  of  the  Board,  their  reports 
of  that  visit  included  a  brief  account  of  the  history  of  the  various  hospitals  and 
contained  references  to  matters  described  in  reports  of  visits  by  Medical 
Commissioners  in  the  past.  The  comparison  with  past  conditions  showed  the 
great  material  improvements  which  have  been  brought  about  during  the  last 
century.  It  was,  however,  most  interesting  to  find  that  quite  a  number  of  ideas 
which  are  generally  regarded  as  being  of  modern  origin  had  actually  been  put 
into  practice  many  years  ago.  For  example,  open  doors  and  open  wards  were 
by  no  means  uncommon  during  the  last  century  and  one  or  two  hospitals  were

In  certain  hospitals,  patients  were  engaged  in  contract  work  for 
outside  firms  and  in  a  few  cases  there  were  arrangements  for  the  exchange  of 
patients  between  hospitals  for  holiday  purposes. 


Mental  Patients:  Discharge  and  Probation 

The  Board’s  statutory  powers  to  discharge  mental  patients  have  been  limited 
to  cases  where  following  arrangements  made  by  them  for  the  patient  to  be 
examined  by  two  independent  doctors,  the  report  of  the  examination  indicates 
that  he  has  recovered  or  may  be  discharged  without  risk  of  injury  to  himself  or 
others.  During  1961  the  Board  arranged  for  two  patients  to  be  given  an 
independent  medical  examination,  but  in  each  case  the  report  confirmed  that 
the  patient  was  not  yet  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  discharged. 

The  Board  have  had  the  duty  in  all  cases  of  sanctioning  the  absence  on  pro¬ 
bation  of  certified  mental  patients.  During  the  year  the  number  allowed  out  on 
probation  was  230  as  compared  with  318  in  I960.  Taking  into  account  those 
already  on  probation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  total  number  on  probation 
in  the  course  of  1961  was  431 ;  of  these,  198  were  discharged  at  the  end  of  their 
period  of  probation,  135  were  returned  to  mental  hospitals,  nine  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  guardianship  in  private  dwellings  and  three  died.  The  number  still  on 
probation  at  the  end  of  1961  was  86  as  compared  with  198  at  the  end  of  the 
preceding  year. 


Mental  Defectives:  Detention  and  Discharge 

The  Board  have  been  responsible  for  the  periodical  review  of  all  cases  of 
certified  mental  defectives  and  for  deciding  whether  they  should  continue  to  be 
subject  to  detention  in  institutions  or  under  guardianship  as  the  case  might  be. 
During  1961  the  number  of  patients  whose  cases  were  so  reviewed  was  3,087  as 
compared  with  3,559  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  appeals  to  the  sheriff  against  continued  detention  was  20  as 
compared  with  25  in  the  preceding  year.  All  the  appeals  were  dismissed. 

Apart  from  the  sheriff  in  the  case  of  appeal,  the  Board  have  been  responsible 
for  the  discharge  of  mental  defectives  from  detention.  During  the  year  they 
authorised  the  discharge  of  78  patients,  excluding  those  who  remained  in 
institutions  on  an  informal  basis.  In  addition,  44  patients  were  discharged  after 
three  months’  absence  by  escape  while  a  number  of  others  were  discharged 
automatically  from  the  provisions  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  (Scotland)  Acts, 
e.g.,  on  transfer  to  mental  hospitals. 

In  the  case  of  patients  in  mental  deficiency  institutions  the  discharge  of  a 
defective  has  usually  been  preceded  by  a  trial  period  on  licence  for  which  the 
Board’s  sanction  has  been  required.  During  the  year  the  number  of  patients 
allowed  out  on  licence  was  158  as  compared  with  146  in  1960.  Taking  into 
account  those  already  on  licence  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  number  of 
patients  on  licence  in  the  course  of  1961  was  568;  of  these,  62  were  discharg¬ 
ed,  77  were  returned  to  institutions,  and  3  were  transferred  to  guardianship.  The 
number  on  licence  at  the  end  of  1961  was  426  as  compared  with  410  at  the  end 
of  the  preceding  year. 
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Accidents  to  Patients 


Reports  are  received  by  the  Board  from  the  mental  hospitals  and  institutions 
about  all  major  accidents  sustained  by  patients.  Cases  of  accidents  with  a  fatal 
termination,  which  are  specially  considered  at  meetings  of  the  whole  Board, 
numbered  62  in  1961  as  compared  with  73  in  1960. 


Reports  to  the  Court 
UNDER  THE  DIVORCE  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1938 

Where  an  action  of  divorce  is  brought  on  the  ground  of  the  incurable  insanity 
of  the  petitioner’s  spouse,  it  has  been  the  duty  of  the  Board  when  requested  to 
furnish  the  Court  with  a  report  as  to  the  probability  of  recovery  of  the  patient. 
During  the  year  ten  such  reports  were  furnished  to  the  Court,  four  fewer  than 
in  1960. 


State  Institution  for  Defectives 
and  State  Mental  Hospital,  Carstairs 

The  number  of  patients  resident  in  the  State  Institution  for  Defectives  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  176  (173  males  and  3  females)  as  compared  with  166  (163 
males  and  3  females)  at  the  end  of  1960.  Twenty-one  patients  were  admitted, 
of  whom  13  were  admitted  on  orders  of  the  Court  under  section  24  of  the 
Criminal  Justice  (Scotland)  Act,  1949,  seven  were  admitted  by  transfer  from 
ordinary  mental  deficiency  institutions  and  one  was  admitted  from  a  mental 
hospital.  In  addition,  eight  patients  who  had  been  absent  on  licence  were 
recalled.  During  the  year  ten  patients  were  released  on  licence,  seven  were 
transferred  to  ordinary  mental  deficiency  institutions,  one  was  discharged  and 
one  died.  The  number  absent  on  licence  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  27,  two 
fewer  than  at  the  end  of  1960. 

The  number  of  patients  resident  in  the  State  Mental  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  107  (104  males  and  3  females)  as  compared  with  111  (107  males  and 
4  females)  at  the  end  of  1960.  Twenty-four  patients  were  admitted,  of  whom 
five  were  ordered  to  be  detained  during  Her  Majesty’s  Pleasure,  four  were 
admitted  on  orders  of  the  Court  under  section  23  of  the  Criminal  Justice 
(Scotland)  Act,  1949,  three  were  admitted  by  transfer  from  ordinary  mental 
hospitals,  and  12  were  admitted  by  transfer  from  prison.  In  addition,  one  patient 
was  recalled  from  conditional  liberation.  During  the  year  21  patients  left  the 
hospital,  of  whom  six  were  released  on  conditional  liberation,  ten  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  ordinary  mental  hospitals,  and  five  were  returned  to  prison  on  recovery 
from  their  mental  illness.  At  the  end  of  the  year  23  patients  (21  male  and  2 
female)  were  absent  on  conditional  liberation;  this  was  one  more  than  the 
number  at  the  end  of  1960. 

As  a  result  of  the  continuing  high  admission  rates  to  both  establishments, 
the  shortage  of  accommodation  noted  in  last  year’s  report  became  even  more 
acute.  Indeed  before  the  end  of  the  year  all  170  beds  for  male  patients  in  the 
State  Institution  were  fully  occupied  and  a  small  villa  which  had  been  earmarked 
for  further  female  patients  had  to  be  brought  into  use  for  male  mental  defectives. 
The  position  caused  the  Board  great  concern,  particularly  as  practically  no 
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accommodation  was  left  to  which  patients  recalled  from  licence  or  conditional 
liberation  could  be  admitted. 

The  two  new  30-bed  villas  which  had  been  under  construction  since  March, 
1960,  were  still  not  completed  at  the  end  of  1961.* 

The  new  staff  recreation  hall  was  completed  in  the  autumn  and  has  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff  and  their  families.  A  scheme  of  28  staff  houses 
was  also  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Work  was  started  during  the  year  on  a  new  occupational  therapy  building  at 
the  State  Mental  Hospital  and  also  on  a  hospital  villa  with  16  beds  which  is  to 
be  used  for  the  administration  of  certain  forms  of  treatment  for  mental  disorder 
and  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  suffering  from  physical  illness.  Good 
progress  has  so  far  been  made  on  these  projects  and  they  are  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  1962. 

During  the  year,  an  additional  four  male  nurses  and  one  female  nurse  were 
engaged,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  97  male  nurses  and  two  whole¬ 
time  and  nine  part-time  female  nurses. 

The  Board’s  policy  had  been  to  recruit  only  qualified  mental  nurses  but,  as 
these  were  not  forthcoming  in  sufficient  numbers,  it  was  decided  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  to  recruit  a  number  of  unqualified  persons  as  nursing  assistants.! 

In  August,  Dr.  J.  Sinclair,  formerly  a  registrar  at  Strathmartine  Hospital,  was 
appointed  as  Assistant  Psychiatrist.  In  December,  however,  Dr.  H.  S.  Ross,  the 
Deputy  Medical  Superintendent,  resigned  to  take  up  an  appointment  as  a 
consultant  in  mental  deficiency  to  the  South-Eastern  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Chairman  and  Medical  Commissioners  of  the  Board  have  continued  to 
make  regular  visits  to  Carstairs  at  least  once  a  month  for  the  purpose  of  inter¬ 
viewing  the  patients  and,  in  particular,  of  assessing  their  suitability  for  liberation 
or  absence  on  licence  or  for  transfer  to  ordinary  mental  hospitals  or  mental 
deficiency  institutions.  They  also  interviewed  a  number  of  state  mental  patients 
in  ordinary  mental  hospitals  for  the  purpose  of  making  recommendations  for 
their  possible  conditional  liberation.  Altogether  over  220  interviews  were 
granted  during  the  year  under  these  arrangements.  In  addition  to  the  monthly 
visits  of  the  Chairman  and  Medical  Commissioners,  a  meeting  of  the  whole 
Board  was  held  at  Carstairs,  when  they  took  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  and 
commenting  on  conditions  at  the  Hospital  and  Institution.
